Dear Fellow Dentists: 
THE BAKED PORCELAIN INLAY 


This series on Baked Porcelain Inlays will be on the simpli- 
fied plan of our Jacket Crown series. Let’s hope it will help 
thinking and create as much interest The end is quality. 


PIONEER STAGE: The desire for a more natural appearing 
material for tooth restoration existed long before practical means 
were known and much study and energy were expended to fill that re- 
quirement. In some cases, blocks and sticks of porcelain were ground 
to fit the cavity, and in others, cavities were cut to fit ready- 
made inlays. These were cemented to place. 


The baking processes were extremely troublesome and very 
uncertain because the coke and gas furnaces caused much carbonizing 
and gassing of the crude porcelain. It was a constant struggle. 


The aggregate of all these pioneer struggles accounts for the 
present mental hazard, that is, that some unusual, super-skill is 
required in any kind of Baked Porcelain procedure. The mental 
hazard still exists, though the process is comparatively easy. 


Just as the Gold Inlay stepped forward with the casting 
process and casting outfits, the porcelain inlay advanced with the 
discovery of the matrix and electric dental furnace. It is inter- 
esting to notice that the matrix idea came about through both gold 
and porcelain inlays. It was soon displaced in the gold inlay by 
casting. Dr. Land, as early as 1887, gave the matrix idea and the 
late good Dr. Taggart put the casting idea on the map. It can be 
said that Dr. Land’s discovery dates all effective porcelain inlays 
and Dr. Taggart ’s the gold inlays.

Dr. Morris FisHBEIN, Chicago 

Dr. Morris Fishbein will be our guest 
speaker at the Annual Banquet on Wed- 
nesday evening, May 10.

Amalgam Failures, Where, Why and How to Correct Them.

SYNOPSIS:

Aside from the grievous neglect shown in our cavity preparation, there 
are two classes of cavities for which amalgam is commonly used that, 
because of the frequency of their failure, bring amalgam into undeserved 
public and professional disrepute—faults for which the amalgam used is 
in mo way responsible. 
(1) Shallow gingival third cavities on buccal or lingual surfaces. 
(2) Approximo-occlusal cavities. 
It is the undependability and incompleteness of our present taught 
amalgam technic that is responsible for these failures, not physical 
faults in our modern high silver dental alloys and their amalgams. 
A simplified, economical, practical and successful amalgam technic will 
be presented and the operative and instrumental means, in ail essential 
details, will be demonstrated by making fillings to be subjected to leak 
and strength tests. 


The Association of Oral Spirochetes and Fusiform Organisms in Acute and 


Chronic Gingivitis and a Discussion of Their Relation to Vincent's Gin- 


givitis. 
Epcar D. Cootipce, Chicago. 
SYNOPSIS: 


The occurrence of acute infections of the gingival tissue is very fre- 
quent. Recurrences of these infections may be due to a failure to 
recognize and cure mild attacks that appear but do not cause much 
trouble. A very high percentage of all cases of pyorrhea and gingivitis 
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show the presence of oral spirochetes and the fusiform bacilli. The 
exact relationship between the attack of Vincent’s infection (acute 
ulcerous gingivitis) to chronic ginigivitis and pyorrhea pockets in which 
these organisms are commonly found has not been clearly established. 
Microscopic illustrations of mouth smears from different types of con- 
ditions will be shown and a discussion of treatment of the disease will 
be given. 
11:00 A. M. 
Position and Development of the Teeth and Topography of the Surrounding 
Structures During the First Years of Life. 


WiLuiamM H. G. Locan, Chicago. 

SYNOPSIS: 
This study was originally undertaken to ascertain exact data as to the 
minute anatomy of the maxilla in early infancy. The necessity of 
such an investigation was evident from the observation that under- 
development of the jaws and irregularities of the teeth frequently fol- 
lowed early surgical treatment of complete congenital cleft of the upper 
jaw and lip. The etiology of these underdevelopments and irregularities 
could not be evaluated without a thorough knowledge of the structures 
that have to be considered in the surgical correction of congenital clefts. 
The period of life that was deemed most important in this investiga- 
tion was between birth and six months, and originally the specimens 
studied were confined to this particular period. However, it was antici- 
pated that, if suitable human material could be secured, the study should 
be continued at least up to the eighteenth month, or about the time the 
average child begins to speak. 
When the first serial sections of such jaws were prepared four years 
ago, it soon became evident that the findings in these specimens were 
by no means in accordance with the statements made by past and 
present day histologists. This was especially true with reference to 
position and degree of development of the deciduous and permanent 
teeth. Therefore, in cooperation with others, the study was extended 
to include the first fifteen years of life. However, this presentation 
will only cover the information made available from birth to the fifth 
year, and in the main will deal with the time of the beginning of cal- 
cification of the permanent teeth and the position they occupy in rela- 
tion to the deciduous teeth during this period. 

11:30 A. M. 
Tooth Eruption and Resorption of Deciduous Teeth. 

RupoLteH KRONFELD, M. D., Chicago. 

SYNOPSIS: 
In the process of eruption of the human teeth, two problems are of 
particular interest: 

(1) The forces which bring about the actual eruptive movement; 
and 
(2) The manner in which the erupting tooth moves through the 
investing and overlying soft and hard tissues. 

While it is true that the increase in length of the root forces the grow- 
ing tooth to move occlusally, there must be, in addition, a tendency 
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present in every tooth to move crownward. This is supported by the 
observation that impacted and malposed teeth frequently exert con- 
siderable force upon adjacent structures, although their roots have 
been fully formed for many years. 

The essayist will briefly describe the various theories and opinions on 
this subject and then, by using sections through human jaws with both 
deciduous and permanent teeth at different ages, analyze the forces 
present in tooth eruption. Attention will also be given to the resorption 
of the deciduous teeth and to the way in which deciduous and perma- 
nent teeth pass through the soft tissues and appear in the oral cavity.

SyNopsIs: 
Modern dentistry has passed through an evolution which coincides with 
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the evolution of medicine and of science generally. From a crude per- 
formance based largely on purely mechanical principles it has devel- 
oped into a biologic science in which practitioners must have suitable 
knowledge of the living cell and its reactions under various conditions, 
of bacteria, of chemistry, physics, immunology and many other basic 
sciences. 

As knowledge has advanced, there has been a tendency toward special- 
ization, with an attempt to split dentistry along broad lines into dental 
physicians and dental technicians. Moreover, the attempt to mechanize 
and commercialize medicine has been duplicated by similar efforts in 
the field of dentistry, except that the nature of the subject has made 
commercialization relatively easier in the dental than in the medical field. 
If dentistry proposes to remain a scientific profession dealing with 
human beings, it will have to resist such efforts at socialization and 
mechanization. The mob cries that socialization is inevitable. True 
leadership holds fast to ethical standards and prefers to perish for an 
ideal rather than yield to unwarranted demands.

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STATUS OF OUR NEW LAW 
Report as of April 20, 1933 


The proposed amendment for our dental 
law has been introduced in the Senate under 
the name of Senate Bill 520. 


It was sponsored by Senators Graham of 
Chicago and Gunning of Princeton and is 
known as the Graham-Gunning Bill. 


All men of dentistry should lose no time 
in getting in touch with both the Senator and 
Representative of their respective District that 
the victory may be complete. 


Also—House Bill 483, an obnoxious and 
destructive act to permit dental mechanics to 
construct artificial dentures from impressions 
furnished by the patient, has been withdrawn.

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UNUSUAL CYSTS OF THE JAWS* 


By RuDOLPH KRoNFELD, Chicago 


THIS PAPER deals with two kinds of 
cysts that are found in the jaw bone, the 
etiology and pathology of which are not 
very well known. The first type of cyst 
to be discussed here is the median an- 
terior maxillary cyst. 

The maxilla is sometimes the site of 
cysts that are located in the median line 
of the anterior portion, in the region of 
the incisive canal. These cysts present 
themselves typically as smooth, round 
sacs with a thin epithelial lining, con- 
taining a clear, sterile fluid. Their size 
varies from that of a small pea to the 
size of a cherry or even larger. The 
clinical diagnosis of this condition is 
made by the radiograph; since these 
maxillary cysts do not cause any clinical 
symptoms, their discovery is usually made 
upon the occasion of a routine radio-

graphic examination of the central in- 
cisor region. Only very seldom do these 
median cysts reach such a size that they 
would cause a bulging of the soft tissues 
in the median line behind the central 
incisors. 

Fig. 1 shows three radiographs of the 
anterior portion of the maxilla. In each 
one of these cases a round area of bone 
destruction is visible between and above 
the central Radiographically 
the bone cavity has the typical punched- 
out appearance of a cyst. 
stances, 


incisors. 


In most in- 
the outline of the bone plate 
around the roots of the incisors can be 
plainly recognized. As to the diagnosis 
of radiographs like those shown in Fig. 
1, the condition has up to very recent 
times been interpreted as an enlarged in- 
cisive foramen. However, the presence 
of true cysts in this region has been es- 


tablished beyond doubt by findings in

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human specimens. In a recent paper in 
the Journal of the American Dental 
Association, Dr. Meyer of Stanford Uni- 
versity has illustrated numerous cysts of 
the incisive canal that he observed in the 
dissecting room." 

From the viewpoint of diagnosis the 
dentist should be familiar with the ex- 
istence of such cysts since this knowledge 
may eventually prevent embarrassing 
diagnostic errors. In a radiograph of 
the anterior part of the maxilla the sha- 
dow of a median cyst can easily overlap 
the root end of a central incisor, thus 
imitating a dental cyst at the apex of the 
incisor, while in reality the cystic forma- 
tion has no connection whatsoever with 
the teeth. However, the intact plate of 
bone around the root ends of the central 
incisors indicates that these teeth have 
no etiologic connection with the cysts. 

The etiology of the median anterior 
maxillary cysts can be understood only 
in connection with the early development 
of the palate. In a fetus of less than 2+ 
mm, total length, the oral cavity is in 
open communication with the nasal cav- 
ity, no palate having been formed. Sub- 
sequently the palate develops by a junc- 
tion of three different parts: the median 
primary palate and two lateral secondary 
palatal processes. The primary palate 
grows downward from the median nasal 
process corresponding to the later pre- 
maxilla; the secondary palatal processes 
develop in horizontal direction from 
either side toward the median line form- 
ing what later becomes the hard and the 
soft palate. When these three parts 
unite they form a suture the shape of a 
Y, the two forks of the Y pointing for-

ward and upward from the median line 
of the mouth into the nose, and the lower 
part of the Y being represented by the 
median suture of the hard and soft palate 
back of the incisive foramen. The point 
of the junction of the forks of this Y 
corresponds in the adult to the oral open- 
ing of the incisive canal. 

The junction of the different parts of 
the palate occurs very early in embryonic 
life, at a period when the total length of 
the fetus is between 23 and 28 mm. If 
this junction fails to take place, either 
partly or completely, various degrees of 
cleft palate and harelip may result. 
When the junction does take place, there 
is a possibility of an enclosure of epi- 
thelial remnants into the tissue of the 
palate; when the parts of the forming 
palate come in contact, the epithelial cov- 
ering of these parts must disappear to 
make a solid junction possible. Some- 
times, however, during this process, 
islands of epithelium are enclosed be- 
tween the joining parts. Hence these 
epithelial remnants are frequently found 
in children and even in adults along the 
original fetal V-shaped line of closure, 
namely, along the ductus nasopalatini in 
the incisive canal. Such epithelial islands 
may sometimes undergo cystic degenera- 
tion, and later develop into median maxil- 
lary cysts. 

In the following, a typical case of me- 
dian maxillary cyst will be described that 
was published by the author in 1928.* 
The specimen under consideration was 
the maxilla of a man 30 years old who 
died of tuberculosis. A radiograph of 
the central incisors, both of which had 
intact vital pulps, showed a _ round

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sharply outlined area of bone destruc- 
tion in the median line between the cen- 
tral incisors. The bone defect was about 
8 to 10 mm. in diameter and had a 
punched-out appearance. The specimen 
was sectioned in labio-lingual direction, 
and in the area immediately behind the 
central incisors, occupying the oral por- 
tion of the incisive canal and replacing 
the bone in this region, there was an 
oblong cyst about 8 mm. in length and 
6 mm. in width. The wall of the cyst 
consisted of several layers of stratified 
squamous epithelium; in the periphery 
of this epithelial layer a stratum of loose 
connective tissue of uniform thickness 
occupied the space between cyst and sur- 
The bone itself showed 
in many places evidence of resorption, so 
the cyst was apparently growing at the 
time of the death of the patient, and the 
resulting increase in pressure led to bone 
resorption. At the lower end of the 
cyst the epithelial lining was continuous

probable that in time a cyst similar to 
the one in the first case would have de- 
veloped. ' 

The second form of cysts to be con- 
sidered are those that develop from an 
adamantinoma by cystic degeneration. 

Adamantinoma is a soft epithelial tu- 
mor that bears a close relationship to a 
developing tooth and can be explained 
as a pathologic overgrowth of the den- 
tal anlage (earliest stage of tooth forma- 
tion, before any dental hard substances

An adamantinoma is a 
benign tumor, that is, it does not grow 
by infiltration or by destruction of the 
surrounding tissues but merely by ex- 
pansion. It is well encapsulated and 
does not metastasize. After operations, 
recurrence of an adamantinoma has com- 
monly been observed because complete 
removal is sometimes rather difficult, and

The cystic adamantinoma (multilocu- 
lar cyst) develops from the solid ada- 
mantinoma by a cystic degeneration of 
the epithelial portion of this tumor. As

formed, which, for the most part, are 
found in the body of the mandible. The 
radiograph, Fig. 2, shows extensive de- 
struction of the bone of the mandible by 
a cystic adamantinoma. Numerous bub- 
ble-like cavities are present within the 
bone, each of which contains a cystic 
sac lined with epithelium that originated 
from the adamantinoma. By the pressure 
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of their growth these cysts cause resorp- 
tion of the surrounding bone. Some- 
times the mandible is almost entirely de- 
stroyed by the cysts, to such an extent, 
in fact, that a pathologic fracture may 
occur. 

The following photomicrograph illus- 
trates a case in which a piece of jaw bone 
together with a cystic adamantinoma was 
removed surgically and sectioned (Fig. 
3). The tumor in its different stages of 
development is lying in resorbed areas 
of bone. Resorption evidently resulted 
from the pressure of the growing tissues, 
and cystic degeneration varying in ex- 
tension appears in some places. Larger 
isolated cysts are lying in the bone. These 
cysts have a very regular shape and have 
exactly the same contour as the sur- 
rounding bone from which they are sep- 
arated by a layer of connective tissue. 

If the cystic areas are examined under 
higher magnification, it can be seen that 
each cyst is the result of a confluence

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of numerous smaller cysts: as the indi- 
vidual small cysts expand, their dividing 
walls break down and thus one larger 
cyst cavity is formed. 

The bone surrounding the cyst and 
the adamantinoma was entirely lined 
by osteoclasts. This is an evidence that 
the cysts were still growing and that the 
pressure of the expansion stimulated the 
surrounding connective tissue to the for- 
mation of osteoclasts and to the resorp- 
tion of the bone. 

Although the adamantinoma is neither 
clinically nor microscopically a malig- 
nant tumor, its early surgical removal 
is always indicated, since the tumor may 
lead to excessive bone resorption by 


pressure. In several parts of an epi- 
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thelial cyst lining, proliferation of epi- 
thelial sprouts may be observed, which 
eventually may lead to the formation of 
new cysts. In that way, recurrences de- 
velop from small portions of cysts left 
behind during surgical removal. 

If histologic specimens of cyst tissue 
are examined microscopically the diag- 
nosis as to the type of cyst under 
consideration is not always easy. If 
the cyst developed from an adaman- 
tinoma, however, one usually finds, at 
least in some areas, proliferations of the 
cyst epithelium with formation of stel- 
late reticulum cells that are characteristic 
of this tumor. The occurrence of such 
areas makes the microscopic diagnosis of 
cystic adamantinoma possible. 





COMMON SENSE 

Any physician thoroughly appreciates 
the fact that human beings are exceed- 
ingly individualistic. For that reason gen- 
eralizations on anything connected with the 
workings of the body are likely to miss 
fire except where the so-called funda- 
mentals are concerned. And even here 
marked divergencies are always to be 
found. 

It is quite proper that continual em- 
phasis should be presented upon the basic 
bodily requirements of fresh air, exercise, 
good and sufficient food, internal sanita- 
tion, recreation and rest. But it also must 
be recognized that people react quite dif- 
ferently under similar conditions and 
therefore allowance must be made for this 
very obvious fact. 

And while it is unwise to decry the im- 
portance of the fundamentals by citing 
instances of people who have lived to a 
ripe old age apparently in defiance of all 
health rules, it is equally foolish not to 
recognize that even general requirements 
can have a reasonable latitude in their 
application. 

Take, for example, the question of sleep. 
No one can deny that the average ma- 
ture person usually needs eight hours of 





it out of twenty-four. On the other hand, 
there is no reason to be appalled if a few 
of one’s contemporaries get along nicely 
with less. The point is that sleep require- 
ments in a comparatively small class are 
decidedly minimized. It follows that each 
person must discover for himself what the 
healthy sleep quota must be; and being 
thus apprized, govern himself accordingly. 

In the last analysis then, the sleep prob- 
lem resolves itself into getting sufficient 
rest each night to satisfy the healthy de- 
mands of the individual involved. 

The real difficulty arises, however, when 
the individual having determined his sleep 
requirements, then turns his back upon 
them and tries to get along with less. 
Consistently attempting to keep up with 
the six- and seven-hour exception when 
one is in the eight-hour category is taking 
entirely unjustifiable chances which in- 
evitably will lead to a debilitated constitu- 
tion, or worse. 

The only safe rule then to follow is 
to get the rest which your particular body 
needs each night; and this, irrespective of 
the other fellow’s habits or of the so- 
called demands upon your time. Long 
life will be somewhat determined upon a 
rational sleep attitude—Food Facts.

A HOUSE OF DELEGATES FOR ILLINOIS (?) 

At this coming meeting at Peoria there will be presented arguments to change 
the laws of the State Society through the medium of amendments submitted at the 
1932 meeting. No one denies the right of proposals. In some instances such 
action has a forward look, especially when the aim is to correct errors or what 
has been found by trial to fail to measure up to expectations. The amendment 
offered is to discontinue the Executive Council as the governing body and have 
in its place a House of Delegates. 

There should be justification for such a change, one that rectifies the past, 
improves the present, and assures the future. 

Has the Executive Council failed? Has it been indifferent to the well being 
of the Society? Has it been a group whose ambition has been to foist on the 
Society a condition of unfairness, political bias or personal promotion ? 

If any one will take the time to study the history of the past as to who has 
made up that body, year after year, it will be found to be those self-sacrificing 
men who gave freely, in time and ability, with no thought of personal preferment. 

It is a body consisting of twelve men chosen by popular election by those in 
attendance at the meeting. Each man elected serves his district for three years 
and these men with the officers constitute the Council. 

The members attending the State meeting, numbering in the best years less 
than one thousand, and in these troublous times but a few hundred, need nothing 
so cumbersome as a House of Delegates to transact the business of the society. 

The State is divided into seven districts and three groups, of which the Chi- 
cago District has six of the twelve councilmen. It resolves itself then, into really 
two divisions: The State and Chicago, which considering the distribution of den- 
tists to population is equable. 
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If there be a House of Delegates, that body shall transact all business not 
otherwise provided for, and then this new body shall elect the Executive Council, 
which becomes by this procedure, a wheel within a wheel. 

It seems to us that unless we rate ourselves as large as the National Body 
with all its ramifications, there will result a cluttering up of activities that may 
have a tendency to promote political dissensions, and otherwise disturb the equa- 
nimity of what should be a harmonious gathering of high-minded men who are 
working for the fulfillment of an ideal. 

Reading into the Amendment, one gathers that the ultimate of this action 
is to change the method of selecting Delegates and Alternates to the American 
Dental Association meeting. We who have sat in the Council know that the 
men of this body have carefully gone into this matter and recommended members 
who are State Society minded and who by their attendance have demonstrated 
their fitness to sit in our National House of Delegates. Otherwise a man might 
be, by the suggested plan, placed in this position, who while a splendid exponent of 
our profession is quite unacquainted with State matters, and National as well, by 
reason of previous non-attendance. 

There can be serious objection made to the plan of each component being 
represented by a delegate. The Chicago Dental Society shall have a number equal 
to the combined number of all other components, provided dues conditions are 
met. This would give a House of Delegates somewhere near sixty members, not 
counting the officers. Such an unwieldy aggregation in a State Society could do 
little else but move slowly with the accompanying irritations of counter minds. 

The amendment provides that all elections shall be made in the House of 
Delegates, including the Executive Council which becomes a dummy committee 
without a vote. 

This parallels the condition of the old farm horse that is made to drag the 
old plow and the tired (?) farmer all day, and then at night-fall be turned out 
back of the barn to lunch on last year’s straw stack. The men down state can get 
the picture. 

What an incentive to sit all day and far into the night discussing the prob- 
lems of society government, then humbly “begging your pardon” submit the de- 
ductions to the Lords of the House and fade into innocuous desuetude! 

The members at large, as we see it, would be deprived of the right of ex- 
pression in open general session, or to cast a vote. One signer of the House of 
Delegates plan in quite recent times urged the right of a/] members to vote on all 
matters that concern the society by proxy, if not in attendance, and at the same 
time advocates this plan which deprives the member, even though he regularly 
attends the Annual meeting, of any vote or any participation in the affairs of the 
Society. In other words if your destination is California, turn your Ford towards 
New York, crank the old can and drive like h 
the return trip.

Dear Doctor: 

There prevails in the professional as 
well as the popular mind of the State a 
definite confusion of thought in respect to 
the functions and activities of the State 
Department of Public Health and the State 
Department of Public Welfare. The dis- 
tinct difference in the work of these two 
departments is not clearly understood by 
many people. This fact is constantly em- 
phasized by correspondence and by visitors 
who call upon the Health Department for 
information and service that relate strictly 
to welfare matters. 

One point may be clearly and emphati- 
cally stressed. It is that the Health De- 
partment has nothing whatever to do with 
the administration of any State hospital or 
other State institution of any kind where 
charges of the State are cared for, treated 
or restrained from liberty. 

The Departments of Health and Welfare 
are two separate and distinct organizations. 
While the activities of both deal with many 


phases of human health, the work of each 
is in a very different field from that of the 
other and requires a distinctly different 
type of administration. 

The Health Department deals primarily 
with the control and prevention of com- 
municable diseases. For this purpose it 
maintains diagnostic laboratories at Spring- 
field, Chicago and Carbondale. It main- 
tains no other facilities that could be 
classed as an institution of any kind or in 
any sense of that word. 

All of the State hospitals and institutions 
which involve the care, treatment, reclama- 
tion, discipline and education of orphans, 
aged soldiers and their widows, the insane 
and mentally deficient, delinquents and 
criminals, come under the jurisdiction of 
the Department of Public Welfare. The 
research hospitals, including the Institute 
of Juvenile Research and the Hospital for 
Crippled Children, also come under the De- 
partment of Welfare. 

The work of the Department of Public 
Health, on the other hand, bears directly 
upon the suppression, control and preven- 
tion of communicable diseases. Among the 
principal activities of the Department of 
Health are the following: 
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1. Collection, classification, analysis and 
study of reports of communicable diseases. 
Information thus obtained is made the basis 
for immediate efforts to suppress epidemics 
and control diseases on the one hand, and 
for measuring results and planning ahead 
on the other. 

2. Maintenance of the vital records of 
the State. This work, which involves the 
receipt, classification, compilation, study 
and analysis of all death and birth certifi- 
cates forms the very foundation upon 
which public health programs and plans for 
activity are based. 

3. Distribution of biologics such as vac- 
cines for smallpox and typhoid fever, anti- 
toxin and toxoid for diphtheria, silver ni- 
trate for prophylactic use in the eyes of the 
new born, anti-rabic vaccine and arsphena- 
mine. The two last named products are 
supplied free only for indigent patients but 
the others are all free upon request. 

3. Diagnostic and bacteriological labora- 
tories for the examination of specimens of 
all kinds concerned with the control of 
communicable diseases and of samples of 
water supplies. 

5. Promulgation and enforcement of 
quarantine ang other rules for the control 
of communicable diseases. 

6. Epidemiological investigations and 

consultation diagnostic service in respect to 
communicable diseases. 
7. Educational activities that relate to 
the control of diseases through the use of 
vaccines and sera, sanitation, hygiene, 
proper nutrition, etc. 

8. Sanitary supervision over public water 
supply and sewage disposal systems and 
the natural waters of the State. 

9. Sanitary supervision over milk sup- 
plies sold as a pasteurized product. 

Aside from the distribution of biologics 
and the diagnostic laboratory activities, the 
work of the Department of Health is large- 
ly educational in character. Even in 
matters of quarantine and law enforce- 
ment the object is chiefly educational and 
seeks to make easier the prevention of dis- 
eases through a wider knowledge of pre- 
ventive methods. 


In many of its aspects the work of the 
Department of Health is closely associated 
with the practice of dentistry. For this 
reason, harmony of purpose and coopera- 
tive effort between the Department and 
the dental profession is important. The 
Department solicits the support and co- 
operation of the dentists of the State and 
it extends to them an invitation to utilize 
fully the facilities of the Department, so 
far as they apply to the dental profession. 

I shall appreciate it if you will insert this 
communication in the JouRNAL at an early 
date.

DENTAL HEALTH TALKS 
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TEMPORARY structure is a fundamental 
principle of all building operations. With- 
out scaffolding, derrick bases, wheelbarrow 
runways and skeleton elevators, modern 
buildings could not come into being. Na- 
ture, on the same plan, provides for baby 
teeth, which thus supply the masticating 
instruments required until such a time as 
the growing jaw becomes sufficiently large 
to permit the eruption of the permanent 
set. The unerring wisdom of nature 
possesses no better example than this pro- 
vision, said Dr. L. W. Neber, Superinten- 
dent of the State Health Department’s 
dental section, recently. 

But, like everything else in nature’s 
realm, there are decided limitations to its 
efforts—and from these points the indi- 
vidual, or the individual’s representative, if 
the former be too young to direct matters, 
must assume some responsibility if the best 
results are to be obtained. 

At first blush it would seem (and actu- 
ally does seem to thousands of parents) to 
be a waste of effort to pay any attention 
to baby teeth. ‘Since the child will lose 
the entire twenty between the ages of six 
and twelve years, why bother?” is the usual 
question. The answer to it is very definite. 

When the first tooth appears, usually be- 
tween the fourth and ninth month, the 
parents’ obligation begins. This tooth and 
the succeeding ones should be rubbed daily 
with a soft cloth soaked in lime water. 
With increasing age, a brush may be sub- 
stituted. And finally the child should be 
taught the proper use of a toothbrush, and 
to use it. Moreover, during the existence 
of the temporary teeth the dentist should 
examine the mouth several times each year. 
It is quite as essential to fill cavities that 
may be found in them as to fill those in the 
permanent ones. 

Proper nourishment requires proper mas- 
tication. Impaired teeth, small or large, 
cannot perform this function efficiently. 
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Again, abscessed teeth not only are likely 
to distribute poisons throughout the young 
system—a very serious situation, but in 
causing pain produce real illness with all its 
devitalizing effects. 

It thus should appear that to temporize 
with the first teeth is to run a greater risk 
than is reasonably justified. Teeth, tem- 
porary or permanent, demand personal and 
professional attention. See that they get it. 

* * * 

OnE of the most disturbing of the lesser 
growing processes in the young child is that 
of teething. One has but to recall the dis- 
comfort associated with the acquisition of 
the permanent set fully to realize that 
actual suffering is experienced by the little 
mite during the budding period of his first 
teeth. While the problem is largely his 
own and is one which time finally solves, 
there are several things a parent can do to 
alleviate the situation, said Dr. L. W. 
Neber, Superintendent of the State Health 
Department’s dental section’ recently. 

To aid the teething, the baby should, as 
at all other times, be given the proper 
nourishing food. Plenty of boiled and 
chilled water should be taken by the child. 
A hard crust of bread, zweiback or a bone 
is a splendid hurry-up agent, as substances 
of this type give the child something to 
bite upon. In exceptional instances lancing 
the gum is indicated. But this must not 
be done unless advised by the dentist. 
Usually, and very properly, nature is 
allowed to take its course without the 
assistance of a knife. 

Incidentally, it may be added that the 
digestive disturbances for which teething 
frequently gets the blame, have their origin 
not so much in the budding process as in 
the use of improper clothing, unwise feed- 
ing or in body chilling. Therefore, these 
matters should be strictly watched. With 
the increased flow of saliva, congested and 
swollen gums, fretfulness, disturbed rest, 
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loss of sleep and in some cases fever, the 
little child has pretty much of a job with- 
out adding the discomfort of diarrhea. 

In the last analysis, wise supervision and 
patience are the two parental requirements 
during the teething period. The baby is 
entitled to both of them. At best, it is 
having a hard time of it. 





A CALL FROM ROME 


The Editor recently received a most 
courteous invitation to attend the inaug- 
ural of the Eastman Clinic at Rome, Italy, 
April 21, 1933. 

It is needless to say the honor is ap- 
preciated and is hereby acknowledged. A 
trip across the “Pond” has come to mean 
just another incident in a full life to those 
—other than the writer. He can however, 
sit in his study and in imaginary affluence 
and complacency gaze from the deck of 
the ocean greyhound as it passes the “Lady 
of the Harbor,” outward bound for Rome 
with the expectation of five days of mal- 
de-mar, only a figment of the mind. 

Some years ago, in those good old days, 
my partner and I vacationed on the Ca- 
ribbean. The sea of molten glass—the 
endless blue reaching out to an endless 
horizon—the calm of those beautiful June 
mornings—the sheen of the flying fish as 
they cleft the water to escape the por- 
poises playfully sporting in the wake of 
the ship—the lengthening miles from home 
and the nearing of foreign shores. Morro 
Castle, the monumental sentinel, stand- 
ing insensate at the entrance to Havana 
Harbor—Cabanas fortress near by, the 
home of many political murders and in- 
trigues—the ever widening expanse of the 
Bay from which in the distance rise white 
mansions terracing the hills and overlooking 
the historical spot where sank the “Maine” 
—the Church of Columbus, the Malacron 
Drive—narrow streeted beautiful Havana, 
how I yearn for the return of those indul- 
gent days. 

And as we again set our way south, out 
of the harbor with the sun sinking to rest 
and night coming on quickly the evening 
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star shone, and into my mind came the 

beautiful lines of Tennyson: 

“Sunset and Evening Star, 

And one clear call for me! 

And may there be no moaning at the bar, 

When I put out to sea. 

But such a tide as moving seems asleep, 

Too full for sound and foam, 

When that which drew from art the 
boundless deep 

Turns again home.” 


Colon—South American outpost, Panama 
Canal with its unbelievable locks—Panama 
City with its Spanish churches wherein 
spiritual consolation is daily sought—lot- 
tery ticket sellers, a street occupation as 
numerous as that of newsboys in,the states 
—a polyglot population with a keen hun- 
gry eye on the stranger—Old Panama City 
nearby with ruins of the old Cathedral— 
scars still evident of piratical rapine—all 
are wrapped up in a fadeless memory. 

In contrast to the tropical adventure 
came another in later years wherein that 
same partner and I sought the waters of 
the Pacific in a northern jaunt, first 
through the wonders of the Canadian 
Rockies, a rest at Banff, and Lake Louise, 
and then on to Vancouver, where we em- 
barked for the Land of the Midnight Sun, 
which sun however shone not at mid- 
night at that time of the year. The 
Inside Passage from Vancouver had also 
its moments of restful calm until Queen 
Charlotte Sound was reached when waves 
and wind direct from Japan gave us some 
unpleasant hours. Alert Bay was the first 
port of call where the smell of fish and an 
overabundance of totem-poles strove for 
mastery in the nose and eyes of the tour- 
ists. Prince Rupert’s Island, Ketchican, 
Juneau the capital of Alaska, all contrib- 
uted to augmenting pleasures, and Skag- 
way with its wealth of pioneer history and 
unbelievable flower and vegetable perfec- 
tion ended the ocean part of the trip. 
From then on over the mountains by rail, 
the roadbed hanging on the steep sides as 
if in imminent danger of crashing down 
bottomless canyons, over the Continental 
Divide, nearing the famous Chilkoot Pass, 
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resting where the Union Jack and Stars 
and Stripes fly from nearby poles, Car- 
cross, Lake Atlin, and Whitehorse. The 
journey from the latter place was down 
the Yukon by a slow river steamer to Daw- 
son, the Klondike, the gold mines, and a 
wonderful view of the Aurora Borealis. 

As the jungles of Panama were of cul- 
minating interest to us, so was in strong 
contrast the frozen north where the con- 
quest for the yellow metal still goes on. 
The torrid zone and the Arctic circle had 
about touched hands in our travels and 
upon our return we labeled this journey 
as one of unforgettable interest and jus- 
tified pleasure. 

And now comes this invitation to visit 
Rome as guest of the Italian Eastman 
Clinic. Shall we go? Yes, we shall, but 
as has been said—in imagination. 

Immediately I vision the hills where 
Romulus and Remus were nourished by a 
she-wolf, which fortuitous event built them 
into men of great power, and who gave 
those seven hills a destiny that will out- 
live time. I walk down the Appian way, 
approach the Colosseum wherein Christian 
martyrs died for their faith and Roman 
edification. I reverently enter St. Peters 
and there on bended knee offer up a pater- 
noster, regardless of a possible variation 
of faith. Oh, yes, I see Rome—and want 
to live. And wanting to live, since an- 
tiquity and the ultra modern have crossed 
my path, I feverishly rush to Venice there 
to enjoy the romance of a journey by gon- 
dola through the canals, and listen in lan- 
guorous content to the gondolier as he keeps 
time in song to the swish of his oar. 
Naples calls and I see Vesuvius belching 
out its destruction as Naples stares in awe. 
The dust comes over the city, and the 
hand of history writes, as it will down 
through the ages, the inscrutable power of 
that creative force called God. 

Yes, I would be in Rome, Imperial 
Rome, Rome of Caesar Augustus, Nero, 
Julius Caesar, Antony, Brutus, Mussolini 
—be a guest of this great philanthropy, 
the Eastman Clinic that has arisen in the 
Sacred city to bring healing in its wings 


to Italian children, and yes, to honor the 
great heart and memory of an American 
gentleman, George Eastman and that other 
nobleman, Dr. Harvey Burkhart, who car- 
ries on his work.—but I am expecting A 
patient, next week, and a promise was 
given over the telephone that if my work 
remained in situ for the next three weeks 
(I am quite certain those were the exact 
words) I would receive from another pa- 
tient five dollars on account. 

All this causes me to remain in Chi- 
cago. Anyhow I'll see all the Romans 
necessary at the Century of Progress Ex- 
position next August.
